As Councilman Peter V. Cac- 
chione said in his office yesterday, 
just listen to these figures on New 
York State and New York City reg- 
istration in the 1940 presidential 
election. They're pretty startling. 

If they're not jxcked up to where 
they can be—and ought to be—he 
said, they won’t be enough to help 
keep FDR in the White House. 

In 1940, only 6,300,00. out of 
3,300,000 potential voters actually 
‘voted and registered. Breaking this 
figure dow1. into Upstate New York 
and New York City, we find that: 

1—In Upstate New York, 59 per 
cent of the population was eligible 


to vote but only 51 percent did. 


Thirteen percent of its voters failed 
to vote. 

2—In New York City, 58 per cent 
of the population was eligible to 
vote but only 44 per cent did. 
Twenty-five percent of its voters 
failed to vote. 

Then Councilman Cacchione ex- 
plained these percentages by say- 


“Upstate New York failed to 
bring out 13 percent of its 
eligible voters, That’s bad enough. 
But New York City failed to bring 
ene 25 percent of its voters. On

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the basis of these figures, Up- 
state got out an additional 12 
percent of its voters or 60,000 more 
votes for every million of its pop- 
ulation. 

“The point l’m making statis- 
tically can be said very simply in 
this way,” the councilman stated. 
“New York City lagged shamefully 
behind in 1940. It can carry the 
balance of power in the coming 
November elections. 

“New York City has to meet its 
responsibility to turn out the 
Roosevelt-Truman vote in order 
to counteract the heavy Repub- 
lican vote in the upstate rural 
areas,” he declared.

With the capture of Turnu- Severin, Malinovsky 
stands on the border of Yugoslavia, between the 
Iron Gate and Bulgaria.

He is only 250 
miles from the Adriatic port of Dubrovnik (this 
distance is given for general orientation only, 
because Malincovsky has no reason to march to 
the Adriatic). He is less than 70 miles from 
the great trunk line running from Salonica to 
Vienna via Nish and Belgrade. If this line is 
cut by a force powerful enough to hold it against 
the backwash of the German divisions coming 
up from Greece, Bulgaria and Albania, then all 
these two score-odd German divisions are as 
good as in the bag, because there is no other 
major railroad line running from, the Balkan 
Peninsula to Germany. 

There is yet no indication that the Red Army 
has made contact with Marshal Tito's troops. 
Even if it did, a simple contact by means of 
flying patrols will not be sufficient to bottle up 
the Germans. The Red Army will probably have 
to send powerful units to reinforce Tito's thin 
line stretching from the region of Nish to Trieste, 
so that the Germans cannot get through. This is 
where the Danube will play its strategic role, 
permitting Marshal Malinovsky to be supplied 
from Odessa and Sevastopol by that direct water 
route (a ship can travel from Odessa to Turnu- 
Severin in two and one-half days, providing 
Bulgaria behaves; this is where the “suasion” 
of Gen. Tolbukhin’s regiments lined up along 
the entire northern border of Bulgaria, includ- 
ing the ge. will have its effect).
